A London letter says: The report

FROVZITOZAL ASSEMBLY. 
Second Session. 

Tueshay, .\i)ril 22. 
Mr. Speaker took llie Cliiiirut 2 p.m. 

MEDICAL RKUI.STKATION HILL. 

Diacuaaion on tlii.s Bill was re.suinod in 
Committee, Mr. Hurria in tho Chair. 

Mr. Ash moved an amondiuciU to clanae 
4 to tho effect that all medicul gontlomon 
whose names .are rogistcrcd under tlio or- 
dinance of 1807 nmy ^"Y before 
Juuo 1st, 1879, noiiiinato five of their 
number to be called a Medical Council. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoiu said tho amendment 
would answer very well if tho House 
knew who wore on the register. He be- 
lieved Bome poraons' names were on tho 
regiator which had no riyht to be there 
and aomo of the loading modical men of 
tho Province had not registered. 

Mr. Ash said that when the importance 
; of registration hecamo known medical 
men would take care to register. 

Hon. Jlr. "Walkcm .said that time 
should be given for registration. No op- 
portunity would bo afforded to register 
after tho passage of tlio present bill, bo- 
cause tho Ordinance of 18(57 would be re- 
pealed by it. 

Mr. Ash said that could be provided 
for by inserting a clause to tho effect that 
tho bill before tho House shall not conio 
into operation so far as the repeal of the 
Ordinance of 1807 is concorned until a 
date which might bo fi.^:od by tho Com- 
mittee. Many of tho clauses of the mea- 
sure were transcripts from the British 
Medical Act. Ho had introduced tho bill 
solely with tho view of placing the profes- 
sion of medicino on a proper footing in 
tho Province and had no personal interest 
whatever in its passage. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho Act in force 
in Ontario was very difl'eront from the 
one before "the House and was much more 
liberal in Its provisions. Tho measure 
under discussion might have been more 
appropriately styled "a bill to prevent all 
persons except graduates of British and 
Canadian colleges from practicing medi- 
cino in the Province." 

Mr. Wilson said several prominent mom- 
bors of tlio medical profession in the City 
were entirely ignorant of the provisions 
of the Bill. Others considered it a direct 
insult to American and foreign profession- 
al men. No national jealousy should be 
allowed to e.xist and so long as any person 
was thoroughly qualified ho should be por- 
■■■ mittod to claim tho riglit of registra- 
tion. 

Mr. Williams moved tliat the Commit- 
tee riao and report progress in order that 
the Bill might bo discussed outside by 

medical men. 

Mr. Mara said at this late period of the 
session tlie motion would probably kill 
the bill. If it was tho intention to recog- 
nfee diplomas from every foreign college, 
somo of which were known to bo "quack" 
institutions, it would bo just a.s well to at 
once withdraw the bill, because holders 
of "quack" diplomas could claim the right 
of registration 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm regarded the bill as 
one to' protect tho public; not medical 
men. It might give ri.so to individual 
cases of hardahiii, liut tliey could bo pro- 
vided for. He did not see tliat any slur 
was intended to be cast on foreign di[ilo- 
mas. They would have to be submitted 
to the Medical Council for inspection and 
if they stood the test woidd entitle th 
holders to registration. The Imn. gon- 
tleman referred to tlio "quack" institu- 
tions of tho United States and said that 
as tho Bill was intended for tho good of 
society individual casus should not bo per 
mitted to influence the minds of members 
Ho did not think it would be right ti 
throw out tho Bill. Ho was aware that 
on tho Mainland persons not registered 
and not duly (lualiiied practiced medicino 
and cheerfully gave their services, but ho 
did not know of their charging fees. They 
wore generally remunerated in some in- 
direct manner. 

Mr. Ash quoted from the Ordinance ef 
1807 to show that the present Bill had 
no more stringent qualification clauses 
. tlian tliose which have hitherto been in 
operation. 

Mp. Williams saw no good in hurrying 
the bill through. The medical men 
should meet ancl draw up a bill to suit 
their views. He did not think it fair to 
pass a bill without having consulted mem- 
bers of tho profession. The bill in its 
present form would shut out tho cleverest 
medical man in tho city of Victoria. 
, -Mr. ,i)ruiapiond objected to the bill be- 
cause it would exclude tho holders of 
American diploni.as, which wcro genuine 
and just as good as English, from tlie 
right of registration. He contended that 
tho city of San Francisco, whore all kinds 
of diseases existed, turned out just as 
eminent medical men as any he had over 
known to come from tiie,, British Isles. 
He opposed the bill in<0<o on the ground 
that it was special legislation and would 
move th.it a Select Committee bo appoint- 
ed to enquire into its practicability. 
• Tho motion was ruled out of order. 

Mr. Pimbury said a clause should bo 
inserted stating that tho bill shall not 
affect the stdttis of medical men already 
established' in tho Province. 

Mr.' Abranis said that all diplomas 
should be placed on tho same footing, 
.i«.:iHon.- Mr, Walkem said that would kill 
■jtKS'Very object of tho bill. Jt wag wpU 
avn-that diplomas were issued by cer 



J persons. A distinction should bo 
made botwoen genuine and spurious dip- 
lomas. Ho was surprised at tho opposi- 
tion coming from the nienibor for Victor- 
ia City (Mr. Drummond) who generally 
bad liberal views, and who had himself 
gained an enviable reputation in the ad- 
ministration of "Boarborry bark." (Laugh- 
tor). 

Mr. Wilson said the act of 1807 had 
boon in force since that date and would 
like to know in what respect it had failed 
and in what particulars it required amend- 
ing, 

Mr. Evans said the hon. gentleman had 
voted for the reped of tho 1867 Ordinance, 
and now asked what was tho matter 
with it. 

Mr. Holgoson admitted that it wa.s de- 
sirable to rid tho public of quacks, but he 
thought that holders of genuine diplomas 
should bo placed on the same basis. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho bill should bo 
tho outcome of tho whole profession, not 
merely the protection of two or tluoo 
membors of it. He hoped it would be al- 
lowed to stand ovor for a yoar or so. 

Mr. McGillivray said tiio main objuot 
of the bill was to protect tho public and 
it would bo unjust to properly c[ualified 
men hero to allow tho holdei-s of diplomas, 
which might bo worthless, to practice 
without some examination. 

Mr. Mara suggested, in order to save 
the repeal of tho ordiuanco of 1807 and 
thus afford an opportunity for registration, 
that the bill shall not como into ofl'oct un- 
til a, date to bo fixed by proclamation. 

Mr. Wilson said that oven with such a 
provision many eminent medical men hor» 
would bo unablo to register under the 
1807 Act, because although they had 
studied long enougli to pass the oxaniiiia- 
tions necessary tu obtain a diploma tliey 
had not attentlod tho number of lectures 
required by the Act. All medical men, reg- 
istered or not, should bo allowed to vote 
for the ^Medical Council, olhorwiso its 
moinbors would liu olected by ii minority 
of tho profes.sion. 

On division Mr. William.s' amendment 
w.as lost. 

Mr. Wilson then moved that tho clause 
be lunended to the effect that all medical 
men who have practiced in tho Province 
prior to Jany 1st, 1870, and who have at- 
tended one course of lectures at any rec- 
ognized medical college, shall be entitled 
to registration. 

Mr. Ash said if the aniondmeiit wero 
passed it would boconio his duty to with- 
draw Uio bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said the clause as it 
stands would interfere with Uie practice 
of gentlenien now in tho couiitry, but we 
have nut como to that clause. The amund- 
inont was not therefore put in the proper 
place. 

Mr. Galbraith said tlio question to bo 
settled by this amendment is who are the 
parties to be entrusted to elect tho Medi- 
cal Council. Thoy should be tit to dis- 
charge sucli a duty. .\ccording to the 
amoudmont of Dr. -Vsli only tlioso wlio 
were registered .ilrcady should vote. He 
(Mr. G.') woidd vote for tho amendment 
proposed by the member for Victt)ria 
City. 

Mr. Wilson — It is well to have it known 
that the substance of this ainondmcnt was 
taken from tho Ontario Statutes. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom— Tho great object 
is to secure justice tor all and the best 
medical services. 

Mr. Wilson- That is all nonsense, -■^ny 
person who has attended one course of 
lectures should be untitled to have his 
name registered. 

The amondnient was carried. 
Jlr. Ash said the amendment just car- 
ried killed clause 4 and destroyed the 
bill. He would therefore withdraw it 
altogether. 

It w.as moved that tho committee rise 
and report progress. Carried. 

Mr. Drunuiiond rose to present a re- 
port from the Dock Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom thought it should 
not bo read as its publication would not 
serve the interests of the Province. 

Mr. Abrams thought that it should be 
read. 

Tho report was referred to the commit- 
tee on printing. 

Tho Sumass dyking bill ptisaed a third 
reading. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem re.id tho report of a 
committee ai)pointed to draft a petition 
referring to tho Chinese in the Province. 
Thoy report that thoy are slaves and the 
women hero with them aro prostitutes; 
that tho presence of Bmj^o foreignei-s is 
injurious to the interests of tho white peo- 
ple, and the committoe recommend that 
tho Dominion Government be rei|ueatod 
to take action in the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem would move that 
the House do adjourn until there was 
something to do.

If 
they gave evidence in this case they might 
criminate thein.selve.s and be liable to im- 
prisonment. If an Indian acknowledged 
that ho had received tho liiiuor he would 
bo criminating himself. 

Slagistrato — No nmn is bound to crim- 
inate himself. 

Superintendent Todd— We do not in- 
tend to prosecuto tho Indian vdtnesses 
oven though thoy should criminate them- 
selves. 

Charley, a Hydah Indian, was examin- 
ed. IJo bought the four cases of gin pro- 
duced from tho prisoner and paid him 8-10 
for them. Tho witness collected tho 
niouoy from his friends. The cases were 
dolivered to him near Ross Bay Cemetery. 

Constable Lindsay examined —He found 
the cases of gin near the shove between 
Clover Point and Ross Bay Cemetory. 
They were buried in tho sand near tho 
bust witness, who was fast aslcop. Tho 
last witness gave him a desoiiption of the 
person from whom ho received them and 
he arresteil tho prisoner, lliul tasteil the 
liquor; it i.s gin. 

Kokilla, tho liyilah chief, a feeble old 
man, w.as put in the witness box. An 
Indian iutori)retor was called and Mr. 
Courtney, addressing this person, said 
"tell the old man that ho will not be sent 
to jail for telling tlie truth." 

Magistrate- .'Vnd toll him that he will 
bo sunt to jail if ho does not tell tho truth. 

Tho chief said he had boon thinking of 
homo for some time and intended to go 
last week but changed his mind. lie 
waited to get whiskey ; gave §12 to Charley 
and was to get a case of gin. 

Constable Campbell corrobor.ated the 
testimony of Const.ablo Lindsay. He has 
known the prisoner for ten months; be- 
lieves him to be a stone iiias(jn and that 
he h:is been engaged in supplying whiskey 
to Indians; h.as boon convicted of that 
offence. 

Another witness swore that he sold 
three cases of gin on Monday to one 
man; will not swear it was tho prisoner, 
but thinks he is the man. The sale was 
iiiado in the forenoon and the cases were 
taken away in an express wagon; does not 
[ enter the names of cash customers in his 
cash book. The invoico price of tho largo 
j case is ,*!8.50. 

I Kdwaril llenloy —Saw an express wag- 
I on near the cemetery yesterday; there 
' were two men in it and Charley, tho In- 
I dian, was there. 

Magistrate — The evidence in this case 
is quite conclusive ami I wish to hear 
S(unethiiig of the [irisoner's character. 
I Mr. Roht. Smith— The prisoner was 
i illegally arrested, your honor, and I iii- 
! tend to a|iply fur his discharge. Your 
I honor has no right to adjiidicato on this 
I case until tho prisoner is before you. If 
1 you roinand him until to-morrow I will 
produce evidence of good character which 
m.ay intluonco your honor to give him a 
light sontenco if you will not give him a 
discharge. 

Tho case was remanded. 
David Baton, charged with tiring pistcd 
shots within tho city limits, was romam'- 
ed for a day and tho Court adjourned un- 
til 11 o'clock on Wednesday.

COMMONS. 

TUB CH1NE.se. 

In moving for a committee to consider 
tho Cliiiieso Question, Mr. liunster re.ad 
ovidonco showing that Chiiiuso women 
were bcuight and sold at prices ranging 
from ?300 to §500 and wore landed in 
America. Such a practice, ho said, pre- 
vailed in British Columbia, ovidonco be- 
ing adduced to show tho dQb.-feed nature 
of Chinaincu. The hon. gentleman said 
that if the policy of Canada sliould prove 
to be the encourugoment of these men, 
wo should shut out free white labor 
and bo unablo to sustain our taxes. Al- 
though the Chinese compose one-sixth of 
the population of California thoy only 
paid one four-hundredth jiart of tho State 
taxes. The question now was, wluit could 
Canada do in this niattor'f In his opinion 
ho boliovod Canada could do something. 
Tho petitioners asked that no Cliineso 
aliould bo employed on public works. By 
agreeing to this no treaty would bo vio- 
lated, and noChhie.so iabor would bo pre- 
vented from taking the ])laco of white 
labor. White men would be induced to 
come into tlio country, and it would add 
to tho country four or live persons Avhero 
only one Chinaman had been before. Wo 
had a large unoccupietl territory, and ho 
suggested tluat tho Government could 
amend the Dominion Lands Act so as to 
provide that no Chinaman could buy or 
loaso tho Government lands, and that no 
person buying or leasing such lands could 
sell or leasQ them to Chinamen. Then 
our natiirali;'.ation laws should bo amend- 
ed so tliut Chinese could not bo natural- 
ized. In the United States, though the 
cmanciiiatod African could be natural- 
ized, a Chinaman could not. It should 
bo tho same in thi.s country, and if any 
were naturalized they should bo disfran- 
chised. Then. our Shipping Act should 
prevent any Chinaman from working in 
our ships as .a sailor, stoker, cook or 
waiter. lie should not be permitted to 
get .any work on Canadian vessels. Our 
Immigration Act should bo amended so 
that Chinese could ho put under such re- 
straints as would tend to prevent thoni 
from coming hero. There might bo an 
amended treaty between Great Britain 
and China under which Chinese could not 
iinmigrato from Hongkong to Canada. 

CAN-ADA I'ACIlTO RAILWAY. 

TJiero was laiil before the House yes- 
terday afternoon copies of ctn-rcspondence 
relating to tho location of tho route of 
tho Canada Pacific Railway. Tho only 
tlung of any interest is the definition of 
the route through British Columbia con- 
tained in an ordor-in-council, dated July 
1878. It provides that the route of tho 
railway shall bo defined genor.ally .as p.-iss- 
ing from tho neighborhood of the Tete 
Jauno Cache by the Colorado River to the 
North Thompson River, and descending 
tho valloy at Lytton, and thence descend- 
ing the valley of the Fraser by Yale and 
New Westminster to Port Moody, or such 
other point on Burrard Inlet as maybe 
found most convenient. 

LAUllUKD OUT. 

Ottawa, Aj)ril 2. 
The long-looked for debate on tho 
Chinese question was reckoned for "this 
afternoon." On several occasions Mr. 

DoCosmos has withdrawn liis motion to 
excludo Chinamen from living in British 
Columbia, at the request of the Promisr. 
He had been hoard to express his deter- 
mination to proceed at the tioxt oppor- 
tunity, and it was a source of gratification 
to the members to find on entering the 
chamber to-day that Mr. DeCosmos was 
aurronnded witli Red Rooks .and Blue 
Books; with documents of official and 
documents of unofficial; with autlioritiea 
reliable and authorities not so; and that 
the question was to bo finally and ever- 
lastingly disposed of. He arose to make 
his motion, and before ho h.ad said much 
more than apologize for tho kind indul- 
gence with which he would have to as'K 
the House to listen to his lengthy re- 
marks, Hon. Dr. Tupper abruptly re- 
quested that the honorable gentleman 
would allow tho motion to stand for a 
few days longer. Mr. DeCosmos sat down 
and quietly gathered up his pa[)er8, 
amidst the suppressed amusomout of the 
members.
